A contract agreement between

Q. Will most nursing homes 
qualify as “extended care fac///- 
ties?” 

A. An estimated 6,000 existing 
nursing homes may meet the con¬ 
ditions required to quauiy for 
participation by January 1, 1967, 
when payment for posthospital 
extended care is scheduled to be¬ 
gin. 

A qualified posthospital extend¬ 
ed care facility could be an insti¬ 
tution such as a skilled nursing 
home, or it could be a ward or 
wing of a hospital, or even a 
part of an old-age home. It will 
also be required in almost every 
case to have an agreement with 
a hospital for the transfer of 
patients and the interchange of 
medical records. It would also be 
required to have round-the-clock 
nursing serv ices with at least one 
registered nurse employed full¬ 
time and a physician available to 
handle emergencies and will have 
to meet certain other require¬ 
ments, including those which 
would provide safeguards for the 
health and safety of patients. Pa¬ 
tients would also have to be un¬ 
der the care of a physician.

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Needless Government Spending 


Speaking at Lewiston, Maine, recently, President Johnson said, 
“Your government—and never forget, that it is your government— 
has been infusing life into one right enterprise after another. And 

we have only begun_” He was speaking in praise of a pending 

federal electric power project, which the taxpayers of the country 
are to be called upon to underwrite in the state of Maine. He went 
on to say, “...We are going to put $300 million into this project, 
and every one of those dollars will be a good, sound investment in 
the future of Maine and in the future of our country.” 

This federal undertaking is known as the Dickey Hydroelectric 
Project and, like other government business ventures, will not carry 
the same burdens of taxation, interest payments and other obliga¬ 
tions of the investor-owned enterprise with which it competes. In¬ 
stead of creating new sources of tax revenue, in these days of in¬ 
flation and depreciating money, it will mean more needless govern¬ 
ment spending and higher taxes. 

The investor-owned electric light and power industry of the 
United States has demonstrated a willingness and ability to meet the 
power needs of the nation. In the face of an insidious federal pro¬ 
gram of nationalization, it has continued to plan and expand in step 
with national growth. It pays hundreds of millions of dollars in 
taxes every year to every level of government and is regulated to 
the limit. When “your government” goes into competition with the 
taxpaying electric industry, it is destroying one of the nation’s 
greatest tax assets. It is difficult to see how this is a sound in¬ 
vestment. 


Practically every week of the year is dedicated to commemorat¬ 
ing some activity or event. The week of October 2 to 8 has been 
set aside as National Pharmacy Week, and during this time, the 
Achievements of firms and industries that supply pharmaceuticals 
will be called to the attention of the public. It is ironic that the 
ding industry, which has led the way in developing a whole arsenal 
of lifesaving drugs, has been subjected to a growing mountain of 
regulation instead of appreciation for its achievements. 

It appears that these regulations are taking their toll in re¬ 
search and development. According to an authoritative source, na¬ 
tional introductions of new medicines by American drug companies 
declined sharply during the first six months of 1966 to the lowest 
point in 25 years. Thirty-nine new products were introduced, com¬ 
pared with 55 for the first half of 1965 and 154 for the same period 
five years ago. 

The life-span of the average person has been appreciably length¬ 
ened in recent years, as a result of the massive research and develop¬ 
ment efforts of the drug industry. Its never-ending quest for the 
means of prolonging the miracle we call life is essential to medical 
progress. National Pharmacy is an appropriate time to be reminded 
of the dangers inherent in over-regulation and political doctoring.

MOOSE 

Moose are being sighted more 
frequently during the rutting 
season farther south from their 
home ranges in September and 
October. While these large ani¬ 
mals, weighing several hundred 
pounds, appear placid and docile, 
they ai*e potentially dangerous. 
It is best to give them wide berth 
for they are unpredictable during 
the mating season. 

Moose usually give birth to a 
single calf, occasionally to twins, 
but rarely to triplets. Many cows 
are barren, and it is estimated 
that less than half the females 
produce calves each year. The 
calves are usually born the latter 
part of May or early June. They 
are dark reddish brown at birth, 
with a dark stripe down their 
back, and weigh between 15 and 
35 pounds. Even the newly born 
calf has the dewlap (a growth on 
the throat) which is character¬ 
istic of moose. Maximum age of 
moose is probably about 20 years. 
They have a keen sense of hear¬ 
ing and smell, but poor eyesight. 
Powerful swimmers, they will 
dive after food which is complete¬ 
ly below the water surface. They 
eat from 40 to 60 pounds of food 
daily.

In Binh Tuy Blow 

BINH TUY, Vietnam (FHT- 
NC)—Marine First Sergeant Ev¬ 
erett C. Ferrell, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Edson A. Ferrell of 3 Al¬ 
fred Court, Agawam, participated 
in Operation Deckhouse III, as 
a member of Marine Battalion 
Landing Team, First Battalion, 
26th Marines, near the Province 
of Binh Tuy, Vietnam. 

Binh Tuy is located 75 miles 
east of Saigon and the operation 
was a massive search and de¬ 
stroy sweep, launched by landing 
craft and helicopters from the 
ships of the Seventh Fleet’s Am¬ 
phibious Ready Group.
